The Right Reverend John 
fourth bishop of Leavenworth, 
born May 23, 1857, on a farm in the! 
vicinity of Cleveland. He began his 
early schooling at the parochial school 
in Omstead, O., and wént through the 
high school at Berea. 

He continued his classical studies at 
Mount St. Mary’s Seminary, Cincin- 
nati, and completed his college course 
at Sandwich College, Ontario, Canada. 
His studies of the sciences, philosophy, 
and theology were begun and com- 
pleted at the Benedictine college at 
St. Meinrad’s, Ind. 

Bishop Ward was ordained to the 
priesthood in the Leavenworth Cathed- 
ral on July 17, 1884, by Bishop Louis 
Mary Fink, O.S.B., second bishop of 
Leavenworth. 

As a priest of the Leavenworth dio- 
‘cese, Father Ward played an import- 
‘ant part in much of the pioneer work

later was destined to preside over. 
For three months after his ordina-— 
tion, he was assistant at the Leaven- 
worth Cathedral.

In August of 1888, he was 
appointed pastor at Parsons, Kan., 
where he remained until April of 1895.

It was during his rectorship in 
Leavenworth, that he became associ-| 


‘ated with a promising young priest | 


newly ordained, Father Francis M. 
Orr, who was appointed to be his 
assistant. Due to the comparatively 
small size of its parishes, the Leaven- 
worth diocese has had but few assist- 
ants, most of its parishes being in 
charge of single priests with the title 
of pastor. Needless to say, under 
these conditions, the few who were ap- 
pointed assistants remained in that 
position only a short time until they 
were appointed pastors. 

Father Orr was the first exception 
to this rule, for he continued to be 
assistant to the rector of the Cathed- 
ral for several years, and in fact con- 
tinued to assist him until his death. 
Upon Bishop Ward’s consecration, he 
appointed Father Orr as his chancel- 
lor and later as vicar general of the 
diocese. 

Upon the death of 
Kuhls, pioneer priest of Kansas City, 
Kas., Father Ward was appointed to 
succeed him as irremovable rector 
St. Mary’s parish in Kansas City, Kas. 


Friend of Catholic Press 


There was never a firmer friend of 
the Catholic press than Bishop Ward. 
Even as a priest in his first years in 
the Leavenworth diocese when his 
finances were certainly at a low ebb, 
he invested some of his savings in one 
of the first attempts to start a Cath- 
olic paper in the diocese. 

That effort, which proved a financial 
failure and caused the future bishop 
to lose his investment, nevertheless 
laid the foundation for other papers 
and finally resulted in the foundation 
of The Catholic Register at Kansas 
City, a paper which has continued for 
the last thirty years.

SCHOLAR AND SAINT: CON- 
TARDO FERRINIL.”* 


In one of our Catholic magazines 
some time ago there was an accoun 
of a workman under the title, “A 
Saint in Overalls.” It was but an- 
other example of the Catholicity which 
leaves no group, or type, or race with- 
out its saint. No two of them are 
quite alike: the deep lines of indi- 
viduality, the sturdy realism of race 
and origin and environment are im- 
pressed in those lives so that nothing 
human remains unsanctified, or with- 
out its special model. And if Lreland's 
son in overalls has a special message 
to those of his class or for whom he 
has an especial appeal, the Saint in 
the Dress suit or the “Santo in Frack,” 
as Benedict XV called him, has no less

‘ceiving our Lord in Holy Com- 
‘munion. The seriousness of an 
‘offense must determined, 
when the action is not wrong in 
‘itself, from the mind of the law- 
, giver. 
Adam and Eve to eat of the for- 
bidden fruit, it was a test of 
their obedience. Had God not 
forbidden the action, it would 
not have been sinful. Thus also 
fasting, prescribed before .re- 
ceiving Holy Communion, is a 
law of the Church imposed 
under pain of sin, because of 
the Church’s desire that the 
greatest respect and reverence 
be shown to our Lord in the 
Sacrament of His Love. 

The Sacred Scriptures, if we 
accept them alone as our guide, 
indicate that the fasting, pre- 
scribed before receiving Holy 
Communion, is not necessary 
since our Lord and His Apostles 
partook of the Paschal! feast be- 
fore He instituted the Holy 
‘Eucharist. We know that the

ion in the evening, hence not 
fasting. However, to the Church

His early days show him as a 
real boy, as lively as his companions 
and indeed not above the usual boyish 
tricks and mischief; he loved games 
and enjoyed an occasional prank. He 
was good and pious; but there was 
nothing extraordinary about his piety. 
At the Instituto Boselli, where he first 
attended school, he was among the 
best students, courteous, studious, and 
well-behaved. A picture of him in his 
ninth year shows him with his hands 
in his pockets, his clothes leading one 
to suspect he had just run a race, a 
very intelligent-looking youngster; 


something in the attitude conveying 
the impression that, in spite of capa- 
bilities for great seriousness, he pre- 
ferred to be at play rather than con- 
Strained to pose for a picture. His 
talent in early years displayed itself 
in the field of languages; he was not 
passionately fond of mathematics and 

is said that he was coached some- 
what by others in his class. However, 
his memory was more than ordinary, 
he had gifts of imagination and could 
compose verse that was rather beyond 
his years, and what is more remark- 
able, showed such powers of abstrac- 
tion that his companions dubbed him 
Aristotle, 

His first Holy Communion wrought 
a great change in Contardo: it was a 
“day of grand resolves which must 
endure throughout all our life 
iS a promise of imperishable love, the 
offering of the poor heart of a crea- 
ture that knows not how to respond 
to the tenderness of its Creator; it is 
a sweet colloquy of the child with the 
Father.” (Written to his sister on the 
occasion of her first Holy Communion). 

At the Li Beccaria, where his 
piety kept equal pace with his learn- 
ing, he graduated “summa cum laude,” 
thereby fitting himself for entry into 
the University of Parjs in his seven- 
teenth year.

He is soon able to write home 
‘in glowing terms of his friendship for 
‘the famous Catholic professor of 
Botany, Maximilian Westermaier. Even 
the supreme figure in the study of 
Byzantine or Greco-Roman Law, Zach- 
ary Lingenthal, at that time in his 
‘home in Saxony, took special interest 
in him, and there grew up between 
the young Italian student and the old 
German professor a fast friendship. 

| If we are to judge Ferrini’s equip- 
ment we should note his mastery of 
languages: his dissertation was writ- 
ten in elegant Latin; his translations 
from Greek into Italian were splendid 
examples of work of this kind; he 
could read Hebrew quite well (he had 
| Studied this language in free hours in 
order to be able to read the original 
Old Testament); he had taken special 
linterest in Syriac, Sanscrit, and Cop- 
'tic; of his modern languages beyond 
his own Italian, he had acquired 
French, Spanish, English; German he 
could write perfectly; he even mas- 
tered the German dialects, and of the 
‘languages akin to German he had at 
least a reading knowledge. Add to 
this a keen and clear mind, a prodigi- 
ous memory, a command of the pub- 
lished and unpublished spurces for the 
study of Roman Law, and you have an 
unusual equipment for a writing and 
teaching career. 

He returned to Italy in 1882, 
after continued research in original 
sources which took him to the best 
libraries in cooly he began to teach 
at his own Alma Mater, the University 
of Pavia, in 1884. A new chair had 
been established for him: Exegesis of 
the sources of Roman Law. Hence 
forth until a short time before his 
death, he continued writing and teach- 
ing so that his name became famous 
wherever studies of this kind had 
awakened more than superficial in- 
terest.
